‘CONGESTED’ 

“Looking at the growth in 
total postage receipts and the 
growth in actual number of 
pieces of mail we handle — 
both incoming and outgoing — 
it can be seen that the present 
facilities are indeed growing 
more inadequate and congest- 
ed,” Postmaster Morey went 
on. 

The present postoffice at 
560 Oak Grove avenue was oc- 
cupied.in 1948.3in the early 
1950's Operations were expand- 
ed to include an “annex” fac- 
ing Derry lane at the rear of 
the public facility. 

Both are now very crowded, 
Morey said, and there’s no 
room to expand. 

During the year the local 
postal agency, which serves 
Atherton and Portola Valley 
as well as Menlo Park ,open- 
ed two substations. One was 
at Ladera shopping center 
and the other at Flood Park. ; 

These were set up for the 
convenience of the public and 
do not necessarily encourage an 
increase in postal receipts. 

As of last year the local post- 
| office was ranked 42nd in the 
| state on the basis of its vol- 
ume of receipts. There are 160 
| postoffices in California with 
more than $200,000 in postal 
receipts each year. 

Morey said he did not know 
whether this year’s gain 
result in an advance in the 
standings for the Menlo’ Park 
facility .

Harry B. Morey said this week 
that its size could be guessed

regular complement of 115 reg- 
ular employees. For the Christ- 
mas rush, an additional 120 had 
to be hired.

off during the last few hectic 
days of delivering and picking 
up packages. They had to be

Resolution-Makers, Seers, 
Show at This Time of Year 


This is the time of year when some make predictions, 
others make resolutions. 

The prediction makers have all sorts of cheerful thoughts 
at this time of year; they normally say, in a sort of happy 
chorus, that next year will be a lot better than the year 
just drawing to a close. 

The resolution-makers promise reform. Most of us can 
find enough deficiencies in the conduct of our business— 
and other people’s businesses—-to call for such resolutions. 

Naturally, though, since “public agencies” operate pret- 
ty much within sight of everybody, we're all prone to 
suggest resolutions our local lawmakers should abide by, 
and we're also prone to predict possible future develop- 
ments which could be encouraged by proper action on 
the city or county level. 

At this point, though, we’d rather not hazard too much 
in the way of predictions. Undoubtedly, the new county 
sales tax will result in bigger revenues and more public 
spending and this may have the stimulating effect on the 
economy which other, more positive predictors are willing 
to suggest. 

As for resolutions? Well, we haven't seen anything in 
county or city government hereabouts which requires vast 
reform. There may be minor changes; we could all suggest 
some pet project or other which we feel should have 
precendence over. others, but were willing to admit that 
our own ideas probably aren't any more valid than those 
of lots. of other people. 

Thus, at this time, we'll not make any predictions or 
resolutions, as far as our local public agencies are con- 
cerned. 
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Cautious Use of Reserves 
A Good District Policy 


Last week, in the news columns of this newspaper, it 
was pointed out that the Menlo Park School District's 
board of trustees jumped rapidly at the chance to get up 
some-matching funds for $12,500 which have been allo- 
cated in federal funds. 

In the write-up, it was indicated that the school board 
normally looks with jaundiced eye on suggestions that the 
budgeted reserves be tapped for any but the most critical 
needs. 

This is as it should be; reserve funds are nice “cushions” 
to have in case of an emergency. More than that, they 
provide an opportunity for the school district to make a 
good bargain when one appears—as happened last week, 
when it was learned that $12,500 in federal funds was 
available. 

We're all for the cautious approach to the use of 
“reserve” funds. 

Once the barrier is lowered—once the school district’s 
trustees take a point of view that reserve funds are to be 
spent “as something to be got rid of, so the budget will 
come out,” a long step will have been taken toward the 
destruction of the responsible financial attitude which has 
characterized district: operation through the years. 

At the same time, it can be seen that spending the 
funds when doing so assures a real bargain is a pretty 
sensible thing to do.

High School 
Enrollment 
Figures Cited 


Enrollment in schools of the 
Sequoia High School District 
is 8.3 per cent greater this year 
than last, but the opening of 
new schools and adjustment of 
attendance lines has made it 
possible to absorb this without 
increasing the number of stu- 
dents at any school, substan- 
tially. 


This was reported recently 
by Sehool District Superintend- 
ent Dr. Rex Turner, on the bas- 
is of average daily attendance 
during the first month that 
schoo! was open this fall. 


“Total average daily attend- 
ance on Oct. 9, 1959, was 
8493.61 with 9200.84 on Oct. 7 
of this year,’ Dr. Turner ex- 
plains. Current enrollment, as 
distinguished from average 
daily attendance, stood at 9306, 
he went on to say. 


Concerning local schools, Dr. 
Turner reported, 

“Ravenswood High School 
shows an increase from 771.60 
in 1959 to 844.41 this year, with 
96.4 per cent attendance of the 
876 enrolled. 

“Woodside average daily at- 
tendance figures jumped from 
1274.25 in 1959-60 to 1549.74 for 
1960-61, with 99.2 per cent of 
the 1563 students enrolled at- 
tending classes, on the aver- 
age. 

“At Menlo-Atherton, current 
average daily attendance is 
1990.88, which is 99.4 per cent 
of the 1960 enrollment of 2003. 
Average daily attendance for 
last year was 2002.35.

Finis’ Is Written in Saga 
About the Incinerator Here 


A handful of county officials 
journeyed to the South San Ma- 
teo County Garbage and Refuse 
Disposal District's dump site 
here last Friday, to watch an 
era end. 

It had been an era of hope, 
and it lasted three years. 

The hope had been that 
a scientifically-designed, mo- 
dern incinerator would smog- 
lessly turn all of the south 
county’s refuse into harmless 

‘ashes, which would take 
much space, thus reducing 
land costs over what could be 
expected from a “fill and cov- 
ver” operation. 

But after all the months of 
experimentation, followed by 
the decision that the district 
would operate a “fill and cov- 
er” operation by itself without 
benefit of an outside contrac- 
tor, all that remained was to 
raze the $200,000, 84-foot tall 
structure. 

It just didn’t seem to work 
up to expectations. 

The volume of garbage it 
was required to handle was, 
apparently, greater than was 
anticipated. In spite of all 
the filters and after-burners 
installed in a series of experi- 
ments, the burner just didn- 
wt manage to meet the spe- 

cifications.

CURBS AND SIDEWALKS 
Work on curbs and _ side- 
walks at the Menlo Park 
School District’s headquarters 
at 555 Glenwood avenue was 
nearing completion this week, 
according to officials there. 


Admittedly, the specifica- 
tions were high. 

The incinerator was suppos- 
ed to get ridge of garbage in a 
manner in keeping with “Los 
Angeles County Air Pollution 
Control Standards.” 


The history of the inciner- 
ator began more than three 
years ago when it was decid- 
ed by county officials that a 
dump district was needed. 

There followed, before the 
San Mateo County Board of 
Supervisors, a long series of 
discussions as to what else 
could be done with the refuse 
from the area from Belmont 
to the south county line. 

The “fill and cover” opera- 
tion, it was felt, would be ex- 
pensive. Cost of material to 
cover garbage and other re- 
fuse as it was dumped was seen 
to be the main obstacle and be- 
sides, the operation in a few 
short months could be expect- 
ed to spread over a large are: 

Open burning at e& 
dumps was clearly a source of 
air pollution and this had to be 
eliminated, it was decided. 

Private operators—the Dis- 
co Corporation, of Washing- 
ton—then came forth with a 
proposal. 

It proposed to build the in- 
cinerator—similar to stacks op- 
erated in the northwest — and 
operate it under contract with 
the tax supported district. 

The burner, forthwith, was 
built. 

Through the months since, 
it appeared that the heavy vol- 
ume of material being fed into 
the incinerator’s maw just mil- 
itated to defeat the machine. 

Earlier this year the fail- 
ure became so apparent that 
the Disco company, out of its 
own pocket, moved to install 
some filters. 

Previously, the top of the 
burner had burned off. 

Besides this, it was noticed 
that the incinerator often had 
to be operated all night long in 
order to handle the huge vol- 
ume of material. 

With the Disco Corp. losing 
money in a continuing attempt 
to get the burner to perform 
as billed and with public and 
county officials showing a 
growing impatience, it was but 
a matter of time before opera- 
tion of the dump was taken ov- 
er as a direct operation of the 
SSMCG&RDD. . 

The change was affected last 
summer. 

Immediately, operation of 
the incinerator was stopped; 
the previously-maligned “fill 
and cover” operation was 
started. 

There remained only the re- 
moval of the incinerator itself 
which, after much legal back- 
ing and filling, finally took 
place last Friday. 

The Disco company paid for 
the job, which was done by 
crewmen of the E. H. Bean Co. 

First, Bean’s crewmen used 
a large iron ball to knock por- 
tions of the foundation away. 

Then a cable attached to 
the top of the device pulled 
the incinerator over the low- 
ered corners of the founda- 
tion, and it crashed to earth 
in a cloud of dust and ashes. 

Bean said he could have ex- 
erted about 35 tons of “pull” 
to bring the incinerator down. 
As it was, he estimated he 
used only 18 or 20 tons of 
“pull.”

Mr. Miles saw Europe — 
or most of it — as “busy and. 
able to support itself.” He 
cited exceptions, in parts of 
Italy and Spain, but general- 
ly the Europeans seem to be 
as well off as we are in this: 
country. if 

He found labor shortages in 
many areas, particularly in 
Berlin and great strides being 
made to improve conditions 
still further, He points: out, ‘I 
did not see any apparent, fur- 
ther need: for foreign aid of 
a non-military ‘character ‘any- 
where ‘except possiby in Italy 
and Spain. We spent $60.4 bil- 
lion from 1946 to date under 
the Marshall Plan. Perhaps we 
went too far and may have 
spoiled some people,by: giving 
them too much.’ 

“We are supporting Europe's 
economy substantially: now 
with our $3.1 billion annual 
cost of supporting our armed: 
forces there, plus most of $1.6 
billion our tourists spend an- 
nually ... We have been buy- 
ing more foreign products each. 
year ever since World War II. 
Prices are lower than ours be- 
cause labor is cheap, and man- 
ufacturing is done in new, mo- 
dern, efficient factories, prob- 
ably paid for with. Marshal} 
Plan money. “ 

“Our exports have declined 
over these same years. The bal- 
ance in 1959 was favorable on- 
ly to the extent of $1.9 billion 
and has been dropping about 
50 per cent for three years ... 
I was constantly impressed by 
the low prices quoted on Euro- 
pean. made goods there. Sales- 
men called our attention to 
how much more similar prod- 
ucts cost in America. They sold 
their quality workmanship and 
design. Nowhere did I pay ,a 
sales tax.” t 


Mr. Miles went on to point — 


out that common labor in:Eur- 
ope varies from 65 cents, to 854 
cents per day and how such 
firms as\General Motors, Ford

and develop, new and better 
products to sell abroad. 

Lower costs of production 
mean greater production. per 
man hour,,.better machinery 
and methods, and also a wil- 
lingness on the part of.,labor 
to pick up its proper share of 
the responsibility for keeping 
America strong. and free. 

“In ‘simple terms, labor 
must not have direct wage in- 
creases or increase in fringe :. 
benefits or legislation that 
will cost more until we again 
have a reasonably ‘favorable: 
balance of trade. We want to. . 
keep our wages the highest 
in the world, but they are far: 
higher than wages in compe-. 
titive countries. ; i 

Labor leaders should know 
by now that we cannot stand 
further labor rate increases ei- 
ther for ‘the world market or 
for us at home, and. that we 
must bring them into some rea- 
sonable alignment. Further- 
more, taxes must be relaxed to 
encourage investment in Amer- 
ica instead of abroad . ...” 

He closes with “Above ail 
we must go to work. This«goes 
for management as well as: ev- 
ery other employee. From what 
I saw and heard over there and 
what, I see here, we had better

SIX RELIGIONS 


“This ancient country has 
six religions, of which Hindu- 
ism is the major faith. Many 
times we heard the Indian’s 
basic conception of God and 


little could develop such a 
complicated devotional prac- 
tice, affecting their every 
movement. The most influen- 
tial element we could see was 
the caste system. Much like 
segregation in our country, 
this system has such deep 
roots that it can’t be suddenly 
broken. Traditionally people 
have been divided into four 
castes and one pitiful cate- 
gory of outcasts—the untouch- 
ables. Today this custom is 
changing, so that there is no 
label attached to people, and 
relations in every day life are 
free. When we questioned In- 
dians, we found that few 
marry outside their caste. Our 
host once asked a sweeper to 
clean lavatories but she re- 
fused because it was below 
her caste and dignity. When

The end is always predeter- 
mined.’ People with this phi- 
losophy have little initiative. 
Because Hinduism is an indi- 
vidual religion, we found little 
to hold it together. Often we 
heard conflicting ideas about 
beliefs, and got the idea that 
maybe religion in India was 
more a social than spiritual 
institution.” 


“The Indian nation has ex- 
isted only 13 years since its 
freedom from Britian. We 
saw many traditions holding 
over from this time. The In- 
dian Constitution is much like 
that of the United States and 
Great Britain.” 


We saw many products of cot- 
tage industries which bring 
money into villages when the 
agricultural season. is poor. 
Small schools are being start- 
ed for the practical education 
of youth. 

The government is work- 
ing hard to solve the language 
problem, which seems hope- 
less to us. The country is di- 
vided into 15 states, and while 
we were there another was 
established through revolt. 
Laws have been passed to 
make Hindi a national langu- 
age. Yet, in the southern 
states of Madras, we saw great 
resentment to this language 
being imposed upon the peo-
